If all this is true no time should be 
lost in obtaining Australia’s air mail 
issues. “These have been too few to 
frighten the collector who has none. 


The first air stamp has continued 
in use seven years and is, perhaps, the 
best known to American collectors. 
Its history is of more than passing 
interest for the opinions of two stamp 
collectors were considered before the 
design was selected, 

Although the first regular air ser- 
vice was established in Australia in 
1921, it was not until seven years 
later that the need for special stamps 
was felt. This was partly prompted 
by an expanding volume of air mail 
and partly by the impending opening 
of the Adelaide-Perth route. Accord- 
ingly, the post office department in- 
vited J. Ash, a stamp printer; J. S. 
Macdonald, an artist; James Murray, 
representing the postal department: 
and P. ‘l’. Berry and A. A. Rosen 
blum, stamp collectors, to suggest a 
suitable design. On the advice of the 
group, a rough design was approved 
and Harold Herbert, a prominent 
Australian artist, was commissioned 
to prepare the finished drawing. In 
this work he had the assistance of R. 
Harrison of the stamp printing office. 
The drawing was approved late in 
1928 and the dies engraved. 

The design of this stamp shows a 
DeHaviland airplane, such as was 
employed on the Adelaide-Perth 
route, in flight over a typical Austral- 
ian scene with a flock of merino sheep 
in the foreground.

The color selected for the stamp 
was a deep green and four line en- 
graved plates were prepared and 
printed by John Ash. Each plate 
contained eighty impressions in eight 
rows of ten each and a white, wove, 
unwatermarked paper was used. The 
stamps were perforated 11. 

A total of ten impressions were 
made from the master die upon a 
heavy hand-made paper and these pre- 
sented to the members of the advisory 
committee, the postmaster general and 
others. “These are believed to be the 
only air mail stamp proofs ever re- 
leased in Australia. “The new stamp 
was placed on sale May 20, 1929.

It may not be generally known, 
since the American catalogue does 
not recognize the variety, that a speci- 
al plate for printing these stamps for 
binding into booklets, was made in 
1930. ‘This consisted of a number 
of double columns of impressions with 
wide spacing between, to permit of 
a double vertical line of perforation. 
Sheets of stamps printed from this 
plate were divided into strips and 
bound into special air mail booklets 
which contained blocks of four stamps. 
These are collectable varieties if the 
double line of perforation is attached 
to the booklet pane. A variety of 
this stamp shows the airplane with 
a long upper wing. ; 


In the United States little atten- 


tion is paid to the punctured official 
stamps of Australia although special- 


ists realize their value and relative , 
scarcity. Such stamps are perforated

through the face of the design with 
the letters “O” and ‘“S” and are used 
by government officials. Just as the 
American public is denied the privi- 
lege of buying unused postage due 
stamps, so must Australians content 
themselves with used official stamps 
if they are to respect the law. 

In June of 1929 the first air stamp 
appeared with the official punctures 
and since has become an exceedingly 
scarce item. It is believed that only 
16,000 of the stamps were punctured 
“OS”. A half sheet was presented 
to each member of the commonwealth 
parliament and other quantities were 
placed in the hands of the Common- 
wealth Civil Aviation Department 
and other official aviation groups. The 
collector who owns one of these 
stamps is fortunate.

Texas SALES HEAVY 


A total of over one million stamps 
were sold at Gonzales, Texas on 
March 2, the first day of sale of the 
‘Texas Commemorative stamp. The 
number of covers mailed was 319,150, 
a figure which has been equaled but 
twice since the present Administration 
went into office. The two issues 
which reached such high totals were 
the Proclamation of Peace Commem- 
orative at Newburgh New York on 
April 19, 1933 when 354,971 covers 
were mailed but less than half a mil- 
lion stamps were sold on that first 
day; the other was the Little Ameri- 
ca Souvenir pane issued in New York 
on February 10, 1934 with 450,715 
covers mailed. 

Even the first day sale at Washing- 
ton, March 3, technically a second 
day sale, brought out an unusual 
response, for 22,016 covers were 
mailed, +15,490 stamps were sold 
a revenue of $12,464.70. The sales 
at Washington can be separated into 
three groups, mail orders forwarded 
on the first day of issue from the 
Agency totaled $5,656.54, window 
sales at the Agency were $4,258.16 
and at the Washington City Post Of- 
fice stamps with a value of $2,550 
were sold.

Numerous inquiries have come to 
the Editor of Linn’s Weekly as re- 
gards the source of the various souve- 
nir half dollars and other coins issued 
from time to time by various states 
and centennial commissions.

The coins are minted by the Govern- 
ment, turned over to the commissions 
at face value and the commissions sell 
at a profit, the profit being used for 
the purpose for which the commission 
has set aside the fund from the sale 
of coins. 

Since the various commissions 
charge different prices, have a charge 
for mailing, etc., and frequently offer 





coins from three different mints it 
is not practical for us to attempt to.

The new 3c stamp for the Texas 
Centennial arrived on time and is a 
very pleasing production. It is well 
balanced and well executed. If any 
criticism might be offered we feel 
that the only improvement of conse- 
quence could have been printing in 
a color that would have better shown 
the design. This however is forbid- 
den by the regulations covering the 3c 
stamp which calls for purple ink. 

As is well known, Gonzales is the 
official first day city, yet we have a 
set of six covers which picture his- 
toric Texas buildings and which are 
mailed from Austin, Houston, West 
Columbia and other towns. Mr. 
John T. Judd, who prepared this set 
of special covers states that but 75 
sets with singles and 50 sets with 
blocks were prepared. It is to be 
regretted that Mr. Judd did not con- 
sider the fact that cover collectors 
prefer covers of standard 634 size 
while these covers are of what are 
called “Executive size.” 

Dr. P. Von David of San Antonio 
sends a cover from Gonzales which 
bears the autograph of both the May- 
or and Postmaster of Gonzales. Other 
covers from various friends are at 
hand. 

The first cover we saw came from 
Gonzales and was autographed by 
Vice President John Garner. 

A letter from Mr. A. T. Walker 
of San Antonio, came too late to 
broadcast to collectors and stated that 
on March 6th, the postmaster at San 
Antonio would mail and postmark 
letters from “The Alamo.” This will 
be the first time in History that mail 
has been posted and mailed from this 
historic building.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
By Harry M. Savacool 
Great Churchmen of the Stamps 
CHAPTER 13 
(Continued from last week ) 

Austria in 1933 issued a set of special postals in 
commemoration of the 250th anniversary of the deliv- 
erance of Vienna from the Turks. The 24g value bore 
a portrait of Prince Marco d’ Aviano. He was a 
Capuchin Monk and was sent by Pope Clemens XI 
as Papal Legate to represent him with the Christian 
army being sent to raise the Turkish siege of Vienna. 
Before the attack upon the besiegers he gave the Papal 
Blessing to the King of Poland and other officers of 
the army. He did not then retire to his tent during 
the battle but heroically lead the charge bearing the 
Cross in the very front of the battle line. This Cross 
is still preserved and is highly venerated. After the 
relief of Vienna he accompanied a Christian army 
which fought the Turks in Hungary. His holy life 
and heroism so won the people that he was universally 
popular. When he lay dying in Vienna in 1699 the 
Emperor Leopold I himself was present and personally 
closed his eyes when he had passed away. 

In 1933 the Dominican Republic issued a set of 
stamps in honor of their Archbishop-President. Three 
of the stamps bear a picture of Merino as Archbishop 
(No. 267, 269, 273). Three other values picture him 
as President of the Republic (No. 268, 271, 274). His 
tomb in the Cathedral is shown on three values (No. 
266, 270, 272). It would perhaps be an exaggeration 
to class Merino as a ‘great’? churchman. Certainly 
he was not a great president. 

In 1928 Spain issued two beautiful sets of sixteen 
stamps each, one of each value from 2c to 5p, one set 
issued from Santiago and the other from Toledo. 
They replaced regular stamps from Dec. 23, 1928 to 
Jan. 6, 1929 and the proceeds of the sale was given 
for the restoration of the Catacombs of St. Demase 
and St. Praetextatus in Rome (No. 1072-1103). Only 
one design was used on this large stamp, with changes 
in color for each value. It bears on the right side a 
head and shoulders portrait of Alphonso XIIT, then 
King of Spain. On the left there is a similar portrait 
of Pope Pius XI, wearing the Papal Crown. It is in 
no sense an exaggeration to include Pius XI in this 
chapter for he is truly a great churchman; undoubtedly 
one of the greatest Popes of modern times. Since his 
election in 1922 he has done much to advance the 
interests of the Catholic Church in spite of difficulties 
unknown to his predecessors. One of his greatest 
achievements was the treaty with Italy resulting in the 
establishment of the Vatican State as an independent 
sovereign state. He has the true modern spirit as 
shown by the installation of a Vatican broadcasting 
station and the radical modernization of Vatican City. 
The fine Christian spirit and outstanding ability of 
Pope Pius XI is recognized by all regardless of creed 
and no broadminded person will dispute his right to a 
place on the stamps. These stamps are unusual in the 
quality of the design and coloring and will add to the 
beauty of any collection. 


Belgium in 1932 issued a set of special postals to 
raise funds for a monument to the memory of her 
great Cardinal Mercier. He is without doubt the best 
and most favorably known of any Catholic Cardinal 
of modern times. Cardinal Mercier was born in 1851 
and spent the early part of his active life as a pro- 
fessor at Louvain University. The design of the 2.50 
and the 5f stamps shows him as a young professor 
seated at his desk lecturing. In 1906 he was made 
Archbishop of Malines and in 1907 Cardinal. He was 
brought to world attention by his heroic conduct during 
the World War. He became in a sense the voice of 
the occupied part of Belgium. He protested vigorously 
against German outrages, especially the burning of 
Louvain. The Germans brought pressure to bear upon 
him but he was not to be swayed from the path of 
duty. He continued to be the voice of the oppressed 
Belgians. Vigorously but sanely he represented them 
and their cause to the world and their conquerors. His 
sane Christian attitude, coupled with his fearlessness, 
won the admiration of even the Germans. To the 
Belgians he became a beloved figure. 

We should not let this overshadow another great 
service of Cardinal Mercier to Christianity. During 
his life he was the main leader in the Catholic Church 
for some understanding with the Protestants. In his 
own country he cultivated good feeling between Catho- 
lics and non-Catholics. After the war he was prom- 
inent in the informal conversations which took place in 
1923 between Catholics and Angelicans. While noth- 
ing came of it, nevertheless it was a noble gesture and 
may someday bear fruit. The Mercier stamp issue has 
nine values and four designs (No. +50-458). Vhe four 
lowest values bear a head and shoulders portrait of 
Cardinal Mercier. Iwo values show him in his robes 
of office with his staff protecting the children and aged 
at Malines. Two other values, as noted above, show 
him as a professor. The highest value shows him in 
full canonicals bestowing his blessing. Unfortunately 
for the collector of moderate means this set of stamps 
is rather expensive. 

Another great churchman of the stamps, somewhat 
of a Cardinal Richelieu on a smaller scale, is Mon- 
signor Ignaz Seipel of Austria. Like Richelieu he 
gave the early part of his life to the Church. Born in 
1876, he was ordained priest in 1899. Until 1918 he 
gave his life to teaching Moral ‘Vheology first at Salz- 
burg and then at the University of Vienna. In 1918 
the Emperor Charles appointed him a member of the 
cabinet. From that time until his resignation in 1929 
he was a power in Austrian politics. Perhaps his great- 
est political service was with the League of Nations 
Austrian Reconstruction Scheme which saved Austria 
from complete collapse in 1922. He was chancellor 
from 1922 to 1924. He visited the United States in 
1926 to attend the Eucharistic Congress held in Chi- 
cago. The Austrian government appreciated the great 
services of this priest and in 1932 his portrait was used 
on a 50g plus 50g special postal to raise funds for 
wounded ex-soldiers (No. 880). The stamp is in 
ultramarine and shows a side view of the strong face 
of the Priest-Chancellor. 

We close this chapter with a deep realization that 
many of these priests of the Church were also giants 
in secular life. They had great ability and they poured

It appears that we have been somewhat 
confused in our chronicle of recent issues, due 
to receiving data from two different sources 
and said data not being quite the same. In 
yur issue of Jan. 18th, we chronic led a 1000r 
purple as a railway commemorative. In our 
issue of Feb. 22nd, we spoke of a_ similar 
value yet to appear in the Farroupilha Cen- 
tenary set. Now through the help of Scott's 
Monthly Journal we are able to correctly 
chronicle the 1,000r purple as follows: ‘Issued 
in commemoration of the Ragged Revolution, 
1834. Perf 12, wmkd, Coat of Arms in 
sheet.”” In other words, the two chronicles are 
one and the same stamp:
